Stricter Maringc Laws. 


Are you thinking of getting mar- 
ried? If you are a man there.are 


some conditions which have to be met 
before you can get a license in Wis- 
consin that make the function a more 
serious matter than It would have been 
a- month ago. 
The legislature 'enact-; 


ed four laws which bear directly up- 
on the marriage contract. 


Chapter 210 provides,that applicants 


for a license to marry shall declare be- 
fore an officer authorized to adminis- 
ter oaths, and sign and verify in the 
presence of two subscribing witness- 
es they are of legal age; that neither 
of them has been divorced-by a decree 
of any Wisconsin court within one 
year prior to tho date of tho applica- 
tion; that neither is Insane, idiotic.or 
epileptic and is not within_ the prohib- 
ited degree of consanguinity, that Is 
they must not'bo more-closely related 
than second cousins, 


^Chapter 324 specifies tho grounds 


upon, which the'judge may waive the 
five days required by law between the 
granting of tho license and the mar- 
riage ceremony. If he has satisfacto- 
ry evidence either party is critically ill 
and likely to die;, that the. woman is 
pregnant or if the parent or guardian 
o f - t h o woman makes request. 
Per- 


sons applying for the waiver of five 
days must have resided in the state at 
least thirty days. 
When' the waiver 


order Is Isued by the court, it must be 
given to the person officiating as his 
evidence of right to perform the cere- 
mony,

The last and most important of the 


bills pased affecting the marriage con- 
tract got through at 2 o'clock in tho 
morning'Of last Saturday.. It is the 
Richards bill, which.has not yet been 
signed, by the governor. This bill was 
prepared and strongly urged by Sena- 
tor Hoyt, Waukeslm, who is a physi- 
cian.

It provides that any man making 


application for a license to marry must 
before he can get the license, present 
'a certificate showing that within fif-

Senator From Rhode Island De- 


clares His Views. 


Says the Schedules Relating to Cot- 


ton, Silk and Wool Are "Capri- 


cious and Illogical." 


Washington, Aug. 6.—Declaring thai 


the schedules in the Democratic tariff 
bill relating to cotton, silk and wool 
are "capricious and illiogica.1," Senator 
Lippit of Rhode Island advocated as 
substitute provisions the Dingley law 
rates with a horizontal reduction of 
20 per cent. 
"I believe the cotton manufacturers 


as a rule are willing to try the ex- 
periment of a reduction in the tariff," 
said Senator Lippit. 
"They protest 


against revision. ' Suppose, then, wo 
take a long step, and make a horizon- 
tal reduction from the duties as they 
were in the Diugley law. That is so 
plain that everyone can understand it 
is a reduction, and a Material one, and 
the reduction is made without destroy- 
ing methods on which duties have 
been applied all these" years. Methods 
the courts have interpreted and the 
trade understands. In the last year 
that law was in force the average duty 
on imports of cloth were about 3S per 
cent., 20 per cent, taken of this, would 
leave an average of 30.4 per cent., 
which is materially lower than the 35 
per cent, on wool or the 45 per cent, 
on silk in the pending bill."

The 
kindergarten has grown up to be the 
rule instead of the innovation in our 
school systems. 
Even the covers of 


our popular magazines with their fre- 
quent pictures of babies and 
young 


children tell the same story. 
For a- 


. while we have threatened to be maud- 


lin in our workship of childhood. We 
have said: 
Whatever uneven things 


in the life of grownups we are as yet 
unable to avoid, there is no reason 
why children should not be happy. 
And too often we have thought hap- 
piness meant not .saying "Don't" al- 
lowing the fullest measure of liberty, 
and parents and teachers have made 
mistakes.

How to Cure for Your Horse in Hot 


Old Law Declarations Vuliil in Citizen- 


ship Till Sept. 2(>. 


Merton A. Sturges, chief naturaliza- 


tion examiner, has made the following 
reply to a question relating to old nat- 
uralization papers: 


"Declarations of intention made pri- 


or to Sept. 27, 1900, are valid at least 
until seven years after the dale en 
which the act of June 2S, 190C, took 
effect. 
All declarations made under 


the old law are therefore valid until 
Sept. 2(:, 1913. Whether old law dec- 
larations will be valid after Sept. 26, 
1913, is a question yet to be determin- 
ed by the courts." 


Those who declared their intentions 


of becoming citizens prior to Sept. 27, 
1908, should file their first papers be- 
fore Sept. 27, 1913. 
As the courts 


must determine whether old law dec- 
larations will be valid after Sept. 20 
next, it is advisable that the peittions 
be filed prior to that date to avoid 
possible delay and annoyance. If the 
court should decide that uld law dec- 
larations will be void after Sept. «ii, 
1913, the applicant would 
have 
to 


start all over again by first declaring- 
his intention.

pint of -water, or give him a pint o 
coffee warm. Cool his head at once 
using cold water or if necessary, chop 
ped ice wrapped in a cloth. 


If your horse is "off his feed," tr; 


him with two quarts of oats mixei 
with bran and a little water; and adc 
a little salt or sugar. Or give him oat 
meal gruel or barley to drink. 


Watcli your horse. 
If he stop 


sweating suddenly, or if his ears droo 
or if he. tUands with his less brace 
sideways, lie is in danger of a heat o 
sun stroke and needs medical atten 
lion at once. 


If it is so hot that the horse sweat 


at night, tie him outside. Unless h 
cools off during the night, he canm 
well stand the next days heat.

on the marriage contract.

Chapter 219 provides,that applicants 


for a license to. marry shall declare be- 
fore an officer authorized to adminis- 
ter oaths, and sign and verify in the 
presence of two subscribing witness- 
es they are of legal age; that neither 
of them has been divorced by a decree 
of any Wisconsin court within one 
year prior to the date of the applica- 
tion; that neither is Insane, idiotic or 
epileptic and is not within the prohib- 
ited degree of consanguinity, that is 
they must not be more closely related 
than second cousins. 


^Chapter 324 specifies the grounds 


upon which the judge may waive the 
five days required by law between the 
granting of the license and the mar- 
riage ceremony. If he has satisfacto- 
ry evidence either party is critically ill 
and likely to die; that the woman is 
pregnant or if the parent or guardian 
of the woman makes request. 
Per- 


sons applying for the waiver of five 
days must have resided in the state at 
least thirty days. 
When" the waiver 


order is isued by the court, it must be 
given to the person officiating as his 
evidence of right to perform the cere- 
mony.

bills pascd affecting the marriage con- 
tract sot through at 2 o'clock in the 
morning- of last Saturday.

Richards bill, which.has not yet been 
signed by the governor. This bill was 
prepared and strongly urged by Sena- 
tor Hoyt, Waukesha, who is a physi- 
cian.

species now almost extinct.

recognized it as a wild dove.

Town Quebec.

The wild, or passenger, pigeon, so 


named from its habit of passing from 
one part of the country to another, 
was once a resident of southern Can- 
ada and the northern United States.

birds in a continuous stream which 
he saw on one occasion. Incessant 
slaughter and the clearing away of 
the forests destroyed the pigeons, the 
disappearance of which was hastened 
by a series of very cold winters be- 
tween 1860 and 1870.

Abraham plow is a combination seed- 
er and planter, and. according to the 
inscription on the picture, three men 
were necessary to operate it.

lonian brick, which was the custom in 
those days.
